SH WILD MAN, 
TRAGES T0 TEN 
LAST. TRIBES 


Last of Yana Indians Given Is- 
raelitish Pedigree Py Profes- 
ors Who Found Them, 


San Francisco, July 18.—When Ishi 
the wild man, was caught steaiine “a 
ealf in Oroville two years ago, there 
was some suspicion about his being a| 
real abyssmal brute, although all he 


professors said he was the last of the 
Yana Indians. 

He took to civilization so naturally 
that this suspicion increased. He 
grew steadily in girth, in complacence, 
in a love of pie and coffee and steam 
heat, and developed many other at 
tuinments and aptitudes of the higher 
elviization. 

The professors out at the affillated 
colleges, where Isht has settled down 
|comfortably to end his days, were 
puzzled, Somewhere in his ancestry 
there must be a bar sinister, some 
taint of sophistication, When he was 
first caught he chanted a long dithy- 
ramh about the marriage of the wood 
duck, Now when you ask him about 
the wood duck he merely grunts, as if 
to say, “Ask Sweeney.” 

George Barron, curator of the Golden 
GCate Park Museum, determined to 
trace Ishi's pedigree back to the point 
of its divergence from civilized ances- 
try, for only by such ancestry, the pro- 
fessor argued, could you account for 
Ishi's remarkable assimilation of the 
arts and graces of modern life, Pro- 
fessor Barron not only was successful, 
hut In establishing Ishi's true antece- 
dents he has given the erstwhile wild 
man a cachet of respectability which 
might be envied by even our best citl- 
zens, Vor Ishi, says the professor, is 
& sure-cnough descendant of one of 
the leaders of the ten lost tribes of 
Israel. in proof of this he quotes the 
Bible, citing the twenty-fourth verse 
of the fifth chapter of First Chronicles, 
as follows: 

“And these were the heads of the 
house of thelr fathers, even Epher 
and Ishi, and Ellel and Azriel, and 
Jeremiah and Hodaviah, and Jahdiel, 
mighty men of valor, famous men and 
heads of the house of their fathers,” 

There you are. You can look up the 
verse for yourself. Then the same 
chapter tells how Jehovah stirred up 
Pul, King of Assyria, and others and 
made them carry away Ishi and the 
other Reubenites and scatter them all 
around Halah and Habor and Hara, 
Then the wanderings of the elder !shi 
began, 

“After I found that verse it was 
easy,” sald Professor Barron, “The 
trail led up to the Behring Straits and 
across to Asia and Judea and the Val- 
ley of the Euphrates, but there wasn't 
a break in the lin We have the last 
survivor of the ten, lost tribes.
